The Connection Between the Bridge and 
‘'1808” Fully Ventilated. 


Christian F. Lubke and others have entered 
motions for executions against the Lilinois and 
St. Louis Bridge Company, George and John 
Knapp, stockholders. This is an important 
suit, all the points of which may be gained in 
the following lucid and lenzthy opinion deliv- 
ered by Judge Wickham in Court Room No, 2: 

This is a motion for an execution against 
George and John Knapp as stockholders in 
the Illinois and St. Louis Bridge Company on 
the ground that their subscription of 250 
shares ($25,000) to the capital stock of that 
corporation has not been paid upin full, but 
that the first 3,000 of this subscription was 
neverin fact paid, the defendants, George 
and John Knapp, having im- 
properly and fraudulently received a credit 
on the bocks of the compuny for that amount 
in accordance with a resolution of the Execu- 
tive Committee ofthe Board of Directors of 
the company. passed May 27, 1869, to the 
efiect that $5.000 full paid stock, which had 
Leen credited to John Knapp, as per letter 
of September 30, 1867, on file in the office of 
the compeny, should be credited to the joint 
subscription of George and John Knapp for 
$25,000, as cash paid on amount of said sub- 
scription. 

The preliminary facts the recovery 
of two judgments against the 
company in 1875, and that executions thereon 
were issued and returned nulla bona, and that 
the Messrs. Knapp, at the time of the issue 
and return of the executions, held and owned 
2A) shares ($25,000) of the capital stock of the 
corporation, are admitted on an agreed state- 
ment of facts. It is also admitted, as I un- 
derstand, thatthis amount of $25,000 is fully 
paid up (for the purposes of this action) ex- 
cept tne first $5,000, credited as aforesaid. 

tappears from the coincidence that Mr. 
Jobn Knapp, at first, was one of fifteen per- 
sons Who took $20,000 each of the stock in the 
bridge company to make the required amount 
of $300,000 necessary toa legal organization 
ofthe company. This subsc:iption was sub- 
sequently enlarged to $25,000, and transferred 
to the joint names ofthe defendants, George 
end John Knuapp. The original sub- 
scription of $20 ,000 was abso- 
lute and unconditional on its face; 
but on the same day and as partof the same 
transaction the president of the company gave 
io John Knapp a written stipulation that this 
tubecription was made upon condition that the 
first $5,000 thereof was to be deemed as paid 
in full, and that hissubscription might after- 
wards, at his option, be in arte to $5,000 in 
all. This option to reduce the subscription to 
$5,000 was never exercised, but on the con- 
trary the subscription was subsequently in- 
creased to $25,000, as stated above. 

The testimouy of Mr. John Knapp proves 
beyond controversy that be had an understand- 
ing with the officers of the company, by the 
terms of which he was to be allowed $5,000) 
as a credit on his subscription tostock, in con- 
sideration of services rendered and to be ren- 
dered by his newspaper, the Republic.n, ia 
publishing statistical articles, advocating th- 
merits of the bridge and the advantaze it 
would be to St. Louis. Also, that these ser- 
vices were actually rendered to the company, 
und that they were fully wortu the sum of 
$5,000 and would have cost more than that 
rum if inserted without this avreement. 

1. lt is conicnded on the part of plaintiffs

that this evidence is incompetent and inad- 
missible, as tesding to vary, alterandadd to 
the terms of the written con- 
tract contained in the two letters 
Sept.50, 1867. But this positionJis untenab'e. 
for the reuson that such testimony dves not 
tend tovary the terms and effect of such 
avgreement, but merely shows the actual con- 
sideration on which it was based. This 
clearly competent and within the scope 
province of parol testimony. 

2. It iscontended by pluintiffsin the second 
place that Mr. Knapp’s testimony fails to 
prove any contract for the services of the 
Republican that the court can take cogni- 
zance of. and that it is impossible 
from the testimony to fix the 
value of the services. Here again I am 
forced to differ from tae view taken by 
plaintiff’s counsel. The testimony already 
shows that the services were of actual value 
to the company, in an amount at least to the 
credit given for them of $5,000, 
It is competent for a 
to pay, and fora corporation to accept in pay- 
went for stock, in labor, material or services 
rendered, provided the transaction is eutered 
into and carried out in govod faith: and no pre- 
sumption alises that they are otherwise 
from the mere fact that the subscription is not 
paidin money. There is no evidence tending 
to show that there was any fraud or bad faith 
ip the arrangement, and I believe none such 
is deemed to exist. As to the value of the 
services rendered it might be added that 
the officers and directors are the best judges 
both of the necessity for and the value of the 
services rendered, and their action in this re- 
gard can not be called in question, provided 
they act in good faith and = exercise 
a proper discretion and honest judgment. 
Tl. at the directors, acting as trustees of the 
company, approved of this, there can be no 
doubt. 

4. It is contended, thirdly, by plaintiffs 
that the contract with the Knoxupps was 
void in law, as being a conditional 
subscription to stock, on a secret bargain 
with the officers of the company, aud on terms 
different from those required of the other 
stockholders, and thus operated as a fraud up- 
on the latter. Had they the right to reduce the 
smount of stock subscribed from $25,000 to 
$50,000, there would be much force in ths 
objection, but it is admitted that this right 
Lever was exercised by the Knapps; on the 
contrary, the subscription was subsequently 
increased to $25,000. There was no 
fraud in this, and it would not 
operate to the injury of the 
other stockholders. Asto the agreement to 
receive ple of $5,000 in services rendered 
by the Republican, itis apparent from what 
has been said that this might be in accord with 
the most perfect good faith. 

4. Itis contended inthe fourth place and 
lastly by plaintiffs, that the alleged contract is 
void in law as being against public policy and 
fair dealing. This objection is ably urged, 
but the principle invoked can scarcely be said 
to be applicable tothe case at bar. Public 
journals use their eolumns and influence for 
the legitimate purpose of earning money, and 
this fuct is well knownto the community at 
large. It was absolutely necessary for the 
Bridge Company to have the 
inesns of reaching the public ear, 
and neither the company nor the 
public expect this facility to be granted to 
them gratuitously.nor is it likely that the pub- 
lic at lurge is deceived by such use of the pub- 
lie press. e e 

This being the views of the Court, it follows 
that plaintiff’s motions for executions must 
be overluicd.,

After a Short Sickness of Half an Hour, 
Conscious to the Last. 


His Remains to be Taken to His Home, 
at Carrollton, To-Night. 


Full Biography of the Departed Hero—His 
Life as a Warrior and Statesman. 


The Hero Gone. 
By Western Associated Press. 

OTTUMWA, I1a., June 2.—General James 
Shields, late United States Senator from Mis- 
souri, died suddenly in this city at 10:30 
last evening. On the Sabbath day he ap- 
peared in his usual health, ate a hearty sup- 
per at 6 o’clock and wrote several letters, but 
just before retiring he complained of a pain in 
the chest and soon thereafter said to. his 


niece 
HE WAS DYING, 


and in thirty minutes expired sitting in his 
chair, remaining conscious to the last. He 
lectured in this city on Wednesday last, and 
had remained here visiting his relatives. His 
remains leave here for his home in Carrollton, 
Missouri, at 5 o’clock this evening. 


Life of General Shields. 

General Jainés Shieids was born at a place 
called Altmory, in tl e county Tyrone, Ireland, 
inthe year 1810. His mother was early left a 
widow with three boys on her hands, and with 
sufficient means to educate and rearthem up 
in arespectabie nanner. James, the eldest, 
early aave evidence of great energy and actiy- 
ity. Before he arrived at the age ot sixteen he 
bad made hiuiself a good English scholar,a good 
mathewatician, and had acquired a tolera>ie 
knowledge of the classics and French lan- 
guage. At that age he left bis home and came 
to the United States. In 1532 he emigratea ¢» 
I}lincis and commenced the practice of law in 
Randolpb County, meeting with some success. 
In 1535 he wus elected to the Legislature from 
Kandolph County. Here,in 

‘OLD VANDALIA,’’ 

he tirst became acquainted with Abraham Lin- 
coln, Stepben A. Douglas, John J. Hardin, Ed- 
ward Baker and many otbers, who have since 
ngured inthe public bistory of the country. 
In 1840 he was elected State Auditor, and dis- 
charged the duties of that important pusition 
with such efficiency und success that he was 
upanimou-ly re-elected by both parties—Whigs 
and Die mecrats. 
Dougias, about the same time, was made 
secretary of State, so that these two fast 
friends were once more associated together in 
public life. In 1846 he was appointed a Judge 
ol the Supreme Court, s0 thaton the Supreme 
bench the two frieuus eame cugerher again, 
When Jumes K. Polk Was President om ~— 
United States he appointed Gen. Sields Cote 
wi-~sioner Of the General Land Office, and

Tuis was 
bis last puvlic speech, and it was an eloquent 
pies for harmony and conciliation. The feliow- 
ng is an extract from it: 

My term of service in the Senate was very 
brief, but stillit was long enough to give me 
time and opportunity to scan the present po- 
litical horizon. lobserved with some auxiety 
that there is one dark cloud visible in that re- 
gion. The cloud [refer to is not only dark,but 
isclarged with rome elements of future dan- 
ger to this Republie. 

SECTIONAL PREJUDICE. 

The danger isicund in seetional prejadice, 
sectionaiantipailiy and sectional animosity, 
and m\ gre:.t fear is that time will har len these 
tt lings into deep-seated sectional hostility. 
My ‘@:sens for this apprehension are ,these: 
Twenty years ago, in the year 1859,I satin the 
Ss nete of the United States, representing in 
part,atthat time, the young and prospering 
State ol Minnesota. ‘The wli-ub- 
so. bing question of thut day was a sectional 
question, the question of slavery. This qucs- 
tion wasthben calied the ‘‘irrepressibie .con- 
flict.’’ That question inflamed political pas- 
sions, @bstructe:! general legislation, and con- 
tributed to peralyze the energies of the Gov- 
ernment. Allthe evils of that conflict were 
clarged upon slavery at thattime, and philan 
thropists declared thatif slavery were once 
abolished, all conflict between the North and 
South would terminate forever. Well, after a 
lupse of twenty years, | entered the Senate 
once more. Isat in that body again, repre- 
senting ip part, at this time, the great and 
growing State of Missouri. A wonderful 
change had passed over the whole 
land in the meantime. I found the 
Senate changed, the UOapital changed: in 
fact, the whole country changed, and that 
sluvery, as an evil, had ceased to exist. But 
there was one thing that change had left un- 
touched; the irrepressible conflict confronted 
me still; the ‘‘sectionaul contest’’ betweer the 
North and South was asfierce asever. I asked 
myself then, in theSenute in Washington, and 
lask myself nowin this Capitol in Jefferson 
City: Isthis unnatural, unnational @ad un- 
American conflict to goon forever? Will it never 
come to an end? Will the American 
people never be permitted to live 
together im peace and harmony? The 
American people as a whole are deeply injured 
by this conflict. To them it is productive ot 
nothing but uumitigated evil. No people on 
earth ure better fitted by nature to live toweth- 
er in amity. They are children of the same 
soil, citizens of the same Kepublic, and heirs 
ofthe same destiny, and, in spite of their di- 
yisions and dissensions, and even 
in spie ~ of-.thamsgelves, they will 
have to su!m:t to the Sime “testiny so 
long as a rpubiican yvovernment lasts in 
Au-etica. There are not two destinies murked 
out by fortune for this peopie, one fer the 
North and another for the South. 

A PLEA FOR HARMONY. 

The North and South must go up together or 
down together. Providence has bound them 
together by chains forged by nature, which 
are as hard as adamant and as strong as iron. 
If, in an access of madness, this people ever 
break these chains, they willall go vown to- 
gether. North and Suuth, East and West, will 
al) sink Gown together to the dead ievel of the 
other unfortunate Republics of this continent. 
Hut there are px lL tica) leaders who tell us that 
one of the causes of this sectional struggle is a 
‘*solid South.’’ It ought not to be forgotten, 
however, thut the Souti bas been compeiled 
by circumstances to become = svlid, 
in selt-defense; that the Southern peo- 
ple considered it their dutyto unite to suave 
themselves and their families from what they 
regarded as moral, social an‘ political degrad- 
ation. Then there are statesmen, and able 
statesmen, too, who look upon the solid South 
as something honorable at this time to Amer- 
wan character. Tuey think it demonstrates to 
the world that the grand old American spirit 
still lives amongst the American people. 
They say that the spirit of 1776, 
which united the thirtcen colo- 
niesintoa sold America against tne threat- 
ened injustice of Englant, isthe spirit of 1879 


which unites the southern States into a solid 
South aguinst threatened injustice trom any 
quarter. So long asthis spirit lives amongst 
cur people, so jong will we be abie to present |

Bauden’s Murder—The Mysterious Dis- 
appearances of Important 
Witnesses.

One of the Most Interesting Criminal 


Cases on Record—Proceedings in 
Court To-Day. 


John W. Beaumont appeared before Judge 
Laughlin in the Criminal Court to-day to 
answer to the charge of murder. The man 
charged with this grave offense is a remarka- 
ble-looking personage. He stands nearly six 
feet in height and is well built in proportion. 
The head set upon his square and stalwart 
shoulders is massive, and until the 
shears of the jail barber bad 
been applied to him was covered 
with an abundant supply of bushy hair. A 
heavy moustache and light goatee adorn the 
face, while behind dark eyebrows and long 
lashes are seta wonderfully bright pair of 
eyes that seem to be never at rest. This is the 
man who is suspected of having murdered 
William J. Dees by throwing him into the 
Mississippi River on the night of the 12th 
of April, 1876. If half the 
stories told about Beaumont are true he ought 
to be hung as high as Haman. On the other 
hand the man may. be perfectly innocent, for 
the reason that so far nothing but cireynm- 
stantial evidence has been secured to prove his 
guilt. 

The history of this man, as well as the death 
of several others with whom the accused has 
at one time or another had _ deal- 
ings, woven all together, furnishes 
facts enough for ‘ story which 
proves how often 

TRUTH IS STRANGER THAN FICTION, 

At the time of the mysterious disappearance 
of William J. Dees, Beaumont was charged 
with the murder ofaman named Isaac T. 
Bauden. Dees was an important witness in 
this case. He and Bauden were working for 
Beaumont at the time, as plasterers. The latter 
was superintending the erection of a lot of 
small buildings. It is said he was in the 
habit of hiring mechanics ata stated sum per 
diem and when pay day arrived he would re- 
fuse to pay the agreed price. This 
would bring about a quarrel between the em- 
ployer and the employed which generally re- 
sulted in the latter being turned outinto the 
street without receiving a dollar of his just 
dues. It wasa quarrel of this kind that 
brought about the murder of Bauden. 

About nine o’clock on the merning of the 
14th of August. 1874, Beaumont informed 
Bauden that he had no longer any need of his 
services. The latter answered by saying that 
he was ready to quit working whenever the 
money due him was forthcoming. 
Beaumont not offering to pay up, 
Bauden continued working till the 
noon hour, when he struck work 
with bis fellow-laborers. After dinner he 
returned to work, only to find Beaumont on 


hand, 
ARMED WITH A REVOLVER, 


Bauden was a determined man, and not 
only refused to be intimidated by Beaumont’s 
action, but pulled up his sleeves, expressinz 
his determination to work the day out unl :ss 
the latter paid him off. Beaumont 
became infuriated at these words 
and threatened to shoot Bauden. William J. 
Dees, standing by, fearing that Beaumont 
might carry his threats into execution, grap- 
pled with and tried to disarm bim, and twice 
prevented him from shooting. At last, how- 
ever, Beaumont, by a hard struggle, suc- 
ceeded in leveling his revolver and firing at 
Bauden, the builet reaching its intended 
mark and fatally wounding the poor 
workman. A _ long time after Bauden’s 
death Beaumont was arraigned in the Crimi- 
nai Court upon a charge of murder in the first 
degree, but secured continuances in his case, 
Not till nearly two years after committing this 
crime did the case reach trial. By this time 
all the witnesses for the State with one or two 
exceptions had disappeared, no one knew 
where. It was charged by the friends 
of the murdered man that Beaumont, aasisted 
by a crowd of bad characters, onefof whom was 
the notorious Pat Dalton, now serving a term 
in the State Penitentiary for forgery, had in- 
timidated all the witnesses forthe State until 
they had left for parts unknown. At the end 
of the first trial the jury stood 11 to 1 fer con- 
viction. On the seoond trial the charge 
of murder in the first degree was 
withdrawn, and the charge of murderin the 
second degree entered. Upon this charge 
Beaumont was found not guilty. The very 
day before the second trial reached a hearing 
William J. Dees, the most important witness 
in the case, 

MYSTERIOUSLY DISAPPEARED. 

was April On the 
day previous Charlies Ww. San- 
ders, a telegrapher, met Beaumont 
in the office of Ritchie and Hunter. in Me- 
Lean’s building, and overheard him tell Hun- 
ter that he could not go to trial the next day, 
unless he got a certain man ‘*to leave town or 
out of the wav.’’ 

The very next day Sanders heard Hunter 
ask Beaumont, ‘‘Is your trial coming off 
to-day?’’ and Beaumont reply, ‘*No, by 
God!’’ On the night of the mysterious 
disappearance Police Officers Tom Dowling 
and James W. Kennedy, two of the most reli- 
able men on the force, bad seen a man o: 
Beaumont’s personal appearance on the cor- 
ner of Seventh and Myrtle streets. Just be- 
fore this party appeared they had noticed an- 
other man, evidently a plasterer, judging 
from his wearing apparel, in a drunken con- 
dition, walking down Myrtle _ to- 
wards the river. Five minutes after- 
wards both men =had_— disappeared. 
A few days afterwards the oflicer saw the 
body of a man wearing the same plasterer’s 
clothing lying in the Morgue and immedi- 
ately suspected something wrong. 

Perhaps the most important witness in the 
chain of circumstantial evidence whieh the 
prosecution are attempting to link together is 
that of M. C. Brickey. It is but fair 
to state that Beaumont claims 
that Brickey is his mortal enemy 
because of certain facts in his possession re- 
garding his character before coming te St. 
Louis, in April, 1877. 

Brickey testified at the preliminary exam- 
ination of Beaumont for the murder of Dees, 
that some time in May, 1776, he was wiih 
Beaumont in asaloon on Sidney street, near 
the Gravois road. The latter was at this time 
preparing for his trial for the murder of Bau- 
den. While talking together a stianger to 
Brickey appeard upon the scene. Beaumont 
pointed at him, saying, ‘‘See that man? Well, 
you and he throw that damned Ritchey (an- 
other witness in the Bauden case) into the 
pond; heisin my way, and is giving mea 
great deal of trouble.’’ Beaumont followed 
up this remark by explaining that if Ritchey 
were

he (Beaumont) would have no trouble in get- 
ting out all right, as the principal witness,

Brickey asked him how, and he replied:

In the cros’ examination Brickey s»cknow!l- 
edged that Beaumont was somewh ntoxi- 
cated when this conversation occu The 
testimony of several other witne 
par with the above—all the evider 


hearsay and circumstantial, not a 


ness so far having given direct evidence as to 
the cuilt of the accused. 

Another strange circumstance in connection 
with this case was the murder of Dr. Moss, of 
Venice, Ill., who was shot down on his 
threshold on the morning of the eighteenth 
day of February, 1878. Mr. J. D. Bennett, 
an important witness inthe Beaumont case, 
lived next doorto Dr. Moss. Not over ten 
feet of ground lay between their two houses. 
They are said to have borne a striking 
resemblance to one another. The mysterious 
disappearance of the witnesses in the Beaumont 
case attracted the attention of those most in- 
terested in the murder of Moss, from the fact, 
as already mentioned, that Bennett, a witness 
in the above case, lived next door to the mur- 
dered man. The detectives took into consid- 
eration the fact of the Bennett and Moss houses 
being s0 close together, as well 
as the remarkable resemblance of the men to 
each other, and asked themselves the ques- 
tion: Might not the;murderers of Dr. Moss 
Lave intended their powder and bullet that 
night for John D. Bennett, ths witness in 
the Beaumont murder case, instead of Dr. 
Moss, an old man who was well liked 
by all and who was the 
Bole support of a wife and 
four children? It should be 
stated that a standing reward of $750 has been 
offered for the capture of the murderer of Dr. 
Moss and it may be that the detectives iv their 
zeal to secure the above amount are too will- 
ing tofsstenthe guile upon the person of 
one whose’ shoulders are already 
overburdened with charges of 
guilt. Besides Beaumont there is 
another important personage in this case, that 
ix John W. Dees, the brother of William J. 
This man, since the mysterious disappear- 
ance of his brother, has

securing evidence that would fasten the guilt 
upon Beaumont. He says that he has no per- 
sonal animosity against the man. but 
wants him to have + fair 
and impart ial hearing. If then 
acquitted, he will rest content, but should 
Beaumont by any chance be acquitted with- 
out this fair hearing, he (Dees) has takena 
solemn oath never to rest easy until he is again 
brought before the bar of justice. 

When Beaumont’s case was called in the 
Criminal Court to-day, Mr. A. N. Merrick, 
who has been secured by the friends of Dees, 
the murdered man, to assist in the prosecu- 
tion, was on hand and ready to go ahead with 
the trial; but as the State was not ready, ow- 
ing to the trial of Sanders, the case was laid 
over.

The following correspondence explains it- 
self. Capt. Fox, who has been discharged 
from the Post-oflice, was for over twenty 
years in the military service of the United 
States, entering it under the administration 
of Gen. Jackson, and continuing in it te the 
administration of President Lincoln. 
He was for three years iu the 
s rvice of the Un ted States Navy. He was in 
the Mexican war. He volunteered in the late 
war, and wascaptainin the Seventh Massa- 
chusetts. He was honorably disclarg:d from 
each service. For honorable service of over 
twenty years in the United States mi ary ser- 
vice he bow receives a pension:

For over two years I bave held the unsovlicit- 
ed position of Assistant Superintendent of 
Station ‘‘A,’’ Si. Lou‘s lost-office. In all 
that time I have never kuowu of a complaint 
made concerning my services in the office, or 
efliciency or ability to, satisfactorily to the 
public served tributary to the office, perform 
the duties thereof. Among no class of citi- 
zens of the city have had better or 
stronger friends, and particularly so in this 
part of the city,than [have among the German 
citizens, as my election and service to the City 
Couneil of St. Louis oue term, and to the 
Legislature three terms successively attests, 
and very largely due to their contidence and 
support as well as to the confidence and sup- 
portof the entire community. My habits 
are well known to be acceptable and unex- 
ceptionally temporate and regular, and the 
office has had my closest attention. Nota 
sivgle complaint or demand for the ignoring 
the Civil Service rules of the Government in 
the interest of either the German, Freach, 
Italian, Irish, Behemian or of the 
colored citizens has met my 
ears or come to my _ knowledge. 
snd I have not, neither has the office to 
my knov ledge, failed in its duties to either 
or any class of citizens. There are ten em- 
pivves in the service at Station A, North st. 
iouis, nine besides myself, classified as fol- 
lows,viz.: four Germans, Stege, Ais Kran- 
ea and Gereke, one of Irish descent, Nicholas, 
with three Americans, Burchard, Bowen, 
and Wetmore, besides the superintendent and 
myself. The Germans and all but one of the 
others were appointmen's of your predeces- 
sor. If anv inconvenience had resulted to the 
office from the inability of either the superin- 
tendent or myself to speak the European lan- 
would be very naturally 
among the first to know it—from my direct 
contact with the patrons of the station—and 
coniplaints would have teached the public evr 
In view of these facts, and to the further fact 
that my compliance With your reques §.vould 
be an us-ent to the presump- 
tion or assertion of inefliciency 
advanced because of my not being « German 
or versed iv foreign language-, I cannot con- 
sent to admit any such issue which has not, 
as I have said, been raised by the patrons of 
the office as far as either to come to my know- 
ledge or that of the public. Tae super- 
erintendant bas not, end does not now 
intimate any such demand or necessity, aud 
he has notexpressed (so he informs me) a 
desire for or recommended a change. It, 
therelore, presumably resolves itself down to 
tbe old policy, that somebody wants a place, 
which it is desired to given him 
for reseobs that do not come 
within the civil service rules, and which 
would pot permit my removal for cause.

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The International Metcorolocical Con 
gress of April 14, 1879. 


The Inte: uational Meteorological Congress, 
recently <onvened at Rome, terminated its 
labors after « briet and rather hurried session, 
by referring much of the business for which 
it was convened to the discretion of a com- 
mittee originated by the Congress; the de- 
cisions of the Congress itself have not bees 
therefore muimerous. 

The meeting was large, with quite a general 
enthusiasm on the subject of international 
Meteo: olozy. 

The Congress has recommended that of 
each country daily synoptic weather charts be 
made or study, as has been the daily practice 


tracks should be traced; weather notices givem 
to farmers; winds, temperatures, ete., 
studied by the month and by the year; instru- 


/ ments ac a'l stations compared with each oth- 


er; the general march of weather phenomena 
over the surface of the globe noted; uniformi- 
ty of obserVation sought for, and other pro- 
cedures, as haslong been the customany plaa 
on this side of the Atlantic. There are eyvi- 
dences of progress in this. 

On the subject of observetions actually sim- 
ultuneous, first eriginated and practically put 
in use by the United States in 1870, and the 
b.isix «f observation on which the greatest «'- 
vances and success have been made by this 
country, it was resolved ‘*that the Congrew is 
of the opinion that the development of simul- 
taneous observations contributes much to the 
progress of meteorology, and that ail works 
which ore undertaken in this direction ought 
t» be encouraged.’’ 

The publicstions of the Signal Office, such 
ax the ge ge | Weather Keview, with the 
synoptic and international weather charts, 
were referred to with approval, and with the 
recommendation ‘‘that the Congress is of 
opinion that the publication of a similar re- 
view would contribute much to the advance- 
ment of meteorological study, and is therefore 
recommended to be made for Europe.’’ There 
can be no higher compliment. 

Finally, the Congress asks that the stations 
as Mount Wasbington and Pike’s Peak (the 
highest station on the earth) may be main- 
tained; making even more observations thas 
those now attempted, and that all the observ- 
ations may be published for the use of all 
meteorologists everywhere, as an approval of 
those stations, the utility of which was once 
questioned. This is i: teresting. 

It is on these points only tua fhe acts of the 
Congress have anv special reterence t» ine 
meteorological wi rk of the United States. 

It is satisfactory to notice so much of ap- 
proval and adeption and so general awish for 
the continuance and extension of it. 

The Congress made no practical suggestions 
as to weather predictions in Europe, « matter 
which it woule seem —_ have beeu arrang- 
ed with wery li tle difficulty.

Sanders, the Murderer, Supposed to Have 
Escaped Across the River. 


The murder of Officer Printz by Charles 
Sanders in the southern part of the city last 
evening was an unprovoked and cold-blooded 
one. The oflicer was only attempting to do 
his duty in making an arrest, and the young 
desperado shot himdown with all imaginable 
sang = froid, and then succeeded 
in making good his escape untouched through 
a crowd of fully one hundred persons who 
had gathered at the scene attracted by San- 
ders’ warlike demonstrations, and later the 
sharp, spiteful reports of his revolver. The 
murder took place at the yard gate of No. 505 
Marion street, the residence of Leon Martin,a 
brother-in-law of Sanders, where he 
had called between 6 and 7 o’clock last even- 
ing to see his sister. Ie had been requested 
by Martin to leave the nouse and in a half 
drunken condition was fleurishing his revolver 
at the gate when Officer Printz came up and 


attempted to arrest him. As the officer 
endeavored to catch his right hand, which 


clutched the revdlver, Sanders sprang back 
and fired two shots. The first provei inef- 


fectual, but the second was true to itsaim, 
and the brave officer fell to the 
pavement with the blood well- 
ing from bis left breast. The 


murderer dashed through the crowd flourish- 
ing his weapon with only a boy at his heels, 
entered a convenient alley and was seen no 
more. Officer Printz was taken up by several 
of the crowd and carried to Julius Koch’s 
drug store on the corner of Carondelet avenue 
and Marion streets, where Drs. Hartmann and 
Voerster were called in attendance to find 
their services useless, as life had departed. 
The ball had entered the left breast above the 
nipple, and ranging downward had passed 
through the aorta and a bronchial tube, and 
death had swiftly followed. 

The sad intelligence was quickly wired to 
every police station, with adescription of 
Sanders, and the seareh for him was begun; 
but up to the present time it has proved una- 
vailing. 


SANDERS’ RBCOKD: 
Charles Sanders, the murderer, is 
one of the most notorious 
roughs and  desperadoes of the city, 


and althowigh only twenty-two years of age, 
has served several terms in the Work-house 
and House of Refuge for his numerous crimes, 
his last sentence to the Work-house, of nine 
months, for stabbing a man on Poplar strect, 
only expiring a few weeks ago. 
He wasa member of the dreaded Duncan 
Island gang and consequently well known to 
the police. His beadquarters were with the 
low denizens of Peplarand Almond strects, 
and he is known and feared by all of his 


brother thieves for his treacherous brutali- 
ty. He is about five feet 
seven inches high, light complexion, 


gray eyes, light sandy hair worn short cut, is 
of heavy build, and weighs about 175 pounds.
